The captain died the next day, and his body was 
placed .a a hogshead of *pirits io be preserved The 
doctor then insisted o going into Rio, tbe ship 
being then nine hundred mi Vs distant, aad it being 
tbe nearest port. Tbe mate wisl-ed to keep off, bat 
the doctor told him that he suspected him as being 
the murderer, sad that if he tnanifrsted tbe slightest 
symptom of treachery he woald shoot him. The 
conduct of tbe dcctor overawed the mate, and he 
put into Rio. On examiuing the apartment of the 
mate, a marlinspike was feund corresponding with 
tbe wound gtveu. A deep indent fioo ia the wood 
of the cabin, just above the cat tain's betui, was mso 
discovered, to which the marl i n-ike also corres- 
ponded.

! '■ e report to-d»y another disastrous steamboat ac- 
cident on the Ohio river. From pa«-cngcrs and the 
officers of the Cincinnati and Louisville Mail Line 
packet. Telegraph Xo. 3. we obtain the following

Last night about 8 o'clock (Jaly 30th) the steamer 
Kentucky Home, commanded by Captain Reed, on 
her way down from Pittsburgh "to Louisville, cairn- 
into rollirion with the steamer Telegraph Xo. 3, 
opposite Sugar Creek, about five mile* above War- 
saw, Ky., and live uiinutc* alter sunk in twenty 
feet water. 

Roth steamers were under headway, the Tele- 
graph coming up on the Indiana side of the river, 
in the channel usually followed by up-river steam- 
ers. The wb! -tie of th Telegraph was sounded 
t wice distinctly, as soar, as the Kentucky Home was 
discovered, and everything done to avert the im- 
pending calamity. 

It was said that the whistle of the Kentucky 
Home was also sounded. but was not heard distinctly 
on board the former steamer. 

1 he bow of the Telegraph struck about the for- 
veatd hatch of the Kentucky Home, and went crash- 
ing through her ti. bers, breaking a large hole, 
through winch the water poured, sinking her with 
fearful rapidity.

the effort at reform has created in its progress. 
X-ithiug short of a far more effective diminntinh of 
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the common rights of citizenship than he* yet dnred 
to assume the shape of a public prop osi t ion, will 
meet the ends which the American party are seek- 
ing to accomphisb. It is absutd to admit large 
d uses of men to all the common rights of citizen- 
ship, except one, and that hy no means the most 
important one. If there is a reason why they 
should he deprived of one, they shonld be deprived 
of all. If h is right to allow them to vote, it is 
right to allow them to be voted for; the one right i.- 
almost, if not altogether, tite correlative of tbe 
other. Any argument which would prove a man 
disqualified for office, would prove him diaquOff d 
to vote. There may be special reason* why particu- 
lar offices, involving the representation of the na- 
tional character, as well es the national policy, 
should be exclusively occupied by native-born citi- 
zens; but th’* i* very different in nature, and pro- 
ceeds upon a wholly differert principle of political 
wisdom, from the universal declaration of incliji- 
hilitv to all offices among large maxges of citizens. 
That eligibility attaches as an incident, or inhere* 
among tha maw of the common right* of citizen- 
ship; and Hi* absurd to admit tbe citizenship in 
general and deny this single capacity which it in- 
volve*. 

We object in the last place, and with deep severity 
of conviction, to the principle of organization 
adopted by the Atncrk-fu or Know-Nothing party, 
and to some of the particular features which they 
have embodied in their order. If ever any princi- 
ple was at war with the foundation of the American 
Republic, it is a principle of a secret, rath-bound 
organization of political parties. It is unnecessary, 
dangerous, tiostila to the fundamental maxims of 
republican liberty, ami, in its existing aspect, de- 
moralizing in a high degree It strikes at that 
great fundamental mtxiii) of the govemmert — the 
intelligence of the p'-ople — an essential element of 
republican liberty. What matters it how much in- 
telligence the people may have, if political mi u will 
conceal from them the elements upon which to em- 
ploy that intelligence, in the foundation of an opin- 
inn and the adoption of a policy! Tite dnties of a 
man arc correlative. If it is the duty of the people 
to require knowledge of any parly claiming their 
suffrages, before they end-tree them, it is the duty of 
that partvto give it’ Xo party has the right to" re- 
tire into the dark, bind itself to secrecy under oath, 
unfold what they please and conceal what they 
please from tb< "people; nor have the people the 
shadow of moral right to give t’ueir sanction to that, 
of the propriety of which they arc not informed . 

Moreover, this principle of organization will 
prove utterly subversive of the constitution of the 
United States, by placing the legislation of Toii- 
gress in the hand's of an irresponsible association of 
iU member-, in a body totally unknown to the con- 
stitution, distinct from Congress itself, exiting 
within, but independent of, all responsibility 
to any public or recognized law. The Con- 
gressional Counci its.

Wc are compcilc-d fo chronicle another fearful and 
melancholy steamboat Uisasler. The New Ilich- 
trond -rid Neville packet I-anca.tc-r, commanded bv 
Capt. Conner, and owned by Capt. David Gibson, 
of Xew Uichmoud, exploded a b.-anca of one of ber 
main steam pipes ai about 10 o’clock last night, 
when lying at the Stcptoe (Ky.) lauding, and hor- 
ribly scalded five persons, three of whom are known 
to ip- dead, and the other two are pronounced mor- 
tally wounded. Two others are likewise said to be 
missing. 

Tbe steamer Lanrastr r left the Cincinnati landing 
yesterday evening witli a heavy cargo of corn, for 
Neville, taking up a number of extra hands — Irish 
laborers — to assist in discharging her freight, to 
enable her to mak : her regular time. Shu made a 
landing nt Sleptoc, Ky., about oce mile above Mos- 
cow, and about thirty miles above this city, for the 
purpose of receiving" additional freight. 

At about ten o’clock at night, while the hands 
were busily emp oyvd carrying freight on board, a 
branch of one of the steawpipes suddenly burst, 
and scattered fearful destruction among them. 

Tne report is said to have been like that of a 
l„-avy cannon The steam swept through the en- 
gine room, and round the boilers in a dense volume, 
horribly scaldin . five men who were in the imme- 
diate vicinity of tbe engines, and sweeping over- 
board it i* supposed two others who were standing 
on the larboard guards, midships. 

The Obi* Xo. 'J soon after hove in sight, and being 
signified, rounded to and took on board the wound- 
ed and conveyed two of them Lo Moscow, where 
m« d’.cttl areisfance was procured. The other three 
were conveyed to this city. Two of them expired 
before reach ug fht- loading, and the third died socn 
after reaching his home on Water street.

Th'; following are the names of the three deceas- 
ed hi ought to this city : James Kennery, Irish la- 
borer. He leaves a wife, but no children. James 
Kelley, Iri-li laborer, leave* a wife and two small 
children.

Wc were unable to obtain the names of the two 
wounded men left at Moscow, hut urc informed th -t 
one of them, an American, resides at or near Mos- 
cow, Ohio. It is said that he was mortally wour ded. 

The other wns a large, corpulent negro", known as 
“Jess,” formerly a firemen on board the Forest 
Queen. It was impossible for him to survive.
